Those who,
Ike Benor Manterols, believe in it ought not 1o
condemn Honry VI of Englund fssuing a de-
cree converting his Catholic poople  into Pro-
testants; nor the French Rovolutionists  re-
quiring the adoration of the Goddoess of Repson:
nor Robesplerre ]-FIT!lllllullliH;_:', by » coereive
Iaw, an n ereed withoat whith no one could by
a French citizen, the doetrine of the Sapreme
Belug; nor Napoleon belleving in Theodorie, the
Romhan Emperor, who by o coup d'elal imposed
Christlanity on the Roman Senate | Napoleon
believed in the right of the civil power Lo exert
itself thus in matters of religion, and for a
time lesitatod whother he should restore to
Franee the socient Gatholic religion, or impose
the Protestant rellglon on her, He decided
oventually for the former, buat why? Solely
bocanse Catholiclsm was essentially authorita-
tive, and obllged men to bow the knee, Noevor-
theless, those who studied France impartially
would sec that though Catholiolsm was reatored
in the churches it was not restored in the con-
seloncoes, It was nn error, thoe griovest of errors,
1o aak, in the nnme of morel sod rellglons ideoas,
ng Senor Manteroln bhad been asking in that
chamber, the coerelve force and the matoerinl
aid of the State. I we holieved in religion, the
volee of our own congelonce was sutfleient to
make us follow its precepts. If we did not be-
lieva in it, the protection of the State was highly
Injurious, as It obliged us to be hypocrites and
to mnke professions with our lips which we had
not in onr hearts, Religion might then be the
means of belping us to decelve our fellow men,
but. we could uever deeclve God—God, who
penctrntes to the depth of the will and of the

congelence.  There  had  been  two  ideas
which never gncceeded  you in the
world—one religion  for wll  and  ono

nation for all,  Various illustrious Pontlifs tried,
from time to thme, to sccomplish the first, but
falled. Alexander, Casar, Charlemagne, Charles
¥V, and Nupoleon tried to sccomplish the second,

and Hkewise falled. The lden of varicty con-
gquered the congneror the variety of con-
selencos vnn-|m-rm‘ the Poutifls;, and the varloty
of people conguered the warriors. Ho eom-

bntted Senor Mauterola's idens a8 Lo the progmess
of Catholicism, As w England, its progress wos
not religions, but socinl. It had not been effect-
ed in the conselences, but in the lnwe, and this
they owed to the Liberal Protestant party, whom
they were every day anathematizing, and whom
they wonld persecute it they could.  As to the
United States, she had 37,000,000 Inhabitants,
but only abount ten per cent. of them were Catho-
lies, and ihey were due, to a very large extent,
to the annexation of Swtes which were origl-
nally of Catholic settlement—Texns, Lonisiana,
Californin. He sald there were four fonda-
mental races In Europe—the Lating the Ger-
manie, the Greek, and the Sclavonie. The Latin
race reflectod its gocialistic charneter, its love of

unity, ita tendency to discipline and organ-
ization, and universal vassnlnge  to
Catholicism. The Germanie race
reflected its individunlism and its

love of personal independence in Protestantism.
The Greek race manifested the predominence of
the metaphysieal idea over the moral. The Scla-
vonie adored o species of armed Messialiism, o
gort of nutocratic religion.  In the Government
there were two races, the Indo-Earopean and
the Semitice,.  The Indo-European was the pro-
grossive one, the creators of the ancient Greok
and the modern Germnn,  The Semitic waa the
religions race, and wos represented by Moses,
Chirlst, and Mohswmed, The Jews and Arabs,
those ehildren of the desert, andored the one God,
The Christibn Semites adored principally the
first porson of the Trinity, and searcely notieed
the scoond or the third. The Inde-Europenn
adored the Virgin and the saints, and scearcely
recognized God, (After thus establishing his
venernl principles, he took up Canon Mante-
rola’s question ns to when the Catholic Church
had Hl-troated the Jews.) Why, the fuct was
they were treated ws slaves, and reckoned
up with bessts of burden! He had  with
him  the inventory of the property of the
Monastery of San Cosme and San Damian
in 978, Did the deputies know how those
monks eatalogued their goods 7 Here it wis:—
50 mures, 20 female Moors or Jews, 30 mnle
ditto. He then asserted Spain hnd not always
been an intolerant country.  Witness the times
of Ferdinand I1I the Holy, and of Alonzo X
the Wise, thefiret of whom conquered Seville
and the seeond Mercia. Religious Intolerance
began in the middle of the fourteenth century
and In the fifteenth. Then it was that San
Vicente Ferrer preached that sermon in the
Cathedral of Toledo, which resulted in the ter-
rible massacre of 3000 Jews in that city, Senor
Muanterola had said, tountingly, that the Jews
were only fit to make slippers, and had asked
him to cite what iHusteious men Had sprung
from their race sinee their expulsion.  He
could eite many, but he would only give Spinosa,
the first of modern philosophers, who, Jsd |t
not been for their Inqulsition, might have been
born here, and his glory might have gilded their
horizom, for he was born of L-‘puuf;h descent
and of Spanish Jews. They might digsent from
his ideas, but they could not deny his genlns,
Intolerance had deprived them of that glory,
Disraell, his (Unstelar's) political enemy, the
Tory, conservative — call  him  what they
liked—in polities; but he was a great orator,
a great novellst, o gront lileratus, a groal stales-
min, and the humr of the Britlsh aristocracy.
He was o glory which, but for their eriminal
intolerance, might have belonged to the Bpunish
nation. Danlel Manin, too, the Ttalian patriot,
was born of purents who sprung from expelled
Spanish Jews, The faet was, that in depriving
ihemselves of the Jews they had deprived them-
selves of an infinity of names who might have
bean the lustre and the glory of the country. IHe
then proceeded to o flerce onslanght sagainst the
body Caunon Manterols represented—the Neo-
Cutholles, winding up by saying of them. * Fhe
ox knowoth its owner: and the ass Its master's
erlb: but the Nea-Catholle party knoweth not its
Lord." (This perversion o the Bable enused in-
tense amnusement to all but the Reverend depu-
ties. who did not lonk at all pleased, espocially
as it wis very evident that Castelnr wis carrying
the house with him.) Alluding to persecution,
he said thay Senor Mauteroln’s puerile nsser-
tion that the Church did not kill  the
heretics, but the elvil power did, wis qui.vulu:q!

It was the more extraordinary as it
was unpremoditated, being in the shape of o
riply to u long specel delivered hnmedintely he-
fore it by one ol the digoitarics of the clerleal
party, Senor Manterols, the Canon of Yitoria.
Causielar's masterly reply hins taken the whole
country by storm. ITn the streets, in the colubs, in
the commitiee-rooms of the Uortes, in the rail-
wuy truins, and in the press scarce’y anything
clse Is talked about.
